STRIKING AT CHICAGO. 


DEMANDS MADE BY SWITCHMEN AND THE 
B. 4 0. MEN “OUT.” 


The Local Situation—Quiect in East St. Louis 
The Citizens’ Arbitration Committee Await- 
ing a Communication from Vice-President 
Hoxie—The Strike Situation in General. 


The discussion by letter between General 
Master Workman Powderly and Jay Gould 
concerning the statements and position of 
each in the conferences which took 
place in New York has brought 
out a verbatim report of the important 
conference of March 30, which gives the public 
an opportunity to judge of the honest deal- 
ing of both parties. Mr. Powderly has issued 
@ circular to all Knights of Labor calling upon 
them tosupport by contribution and in every 
other honorable way the strikers on the Gould 
system. 

Locally, there is little change in the situa- 
tion. The Citizens’ Arbitration Committee 
has met twice but has been unable to accom- 
plish anything, because Mr. Hoxie has not yet 
communicated with the members, nor indi- 
cated in what manner he will be willing to 
meet them. 

The railroads on this side of the river are 
operating as usual, and in East St. Louis quiet 
rules, but little progress has been made in the 
line of resumption of traffic. * 

The switchmen on Chicago roads have made 
demands fora reduction of hours of work 
and for the discharge of non-union 
men znd the switchmen of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Road in Chicago have quit 
work. The situation is considered strained at 
that point and there is danger of a general 
strike at any time. At Denison, Tex., an 
order of the Executive Committee for 
strikers who returned to work to quit again 
has not been obeyed and at other points the 
strikers are following their own counsel and 
are either returning to work, staying out or 
leaving for other places. 


NON-UNION MEN MUST GO. 


Switchmen on Several Chicago Roads Make 
Demands—A Strike Feared. 

CuicaGco, April 16.—Trouble is thought to be 
imminent on several of the railroads center- 
ing in Chicago to-day. It arises from dissatis- 
faction among the switchmen at the wages 
paid them, and the further fact that the union 
men are demanding the discharge of the non- 
union men, in the employ of the 


companies. In addition tothe demand made 
upon the Lake Shore Road yesterday, this 
morning thirty-five switchmen employed by 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad sent a commit- 
tee to the officials asking that non-union men 
be dismissed. The officials replied that an 
answer would be given at noon, 
B. & O. SWITCHMEN GO OUT. 

The switchmen on the Baltimore & Ohio in 
this city went ut, this afternoon, owing to 
the refusal of the local officials to accede to 
their demands for the discharge of non-union 
men. It is ramored that the Lake Shore 
switchmen will go out to-morrow. Hus far 
the road has no difficulty inggaying traius. 


- ACROSS THE RIVER. 


The Military Tiring of the Monotony—A 
Little Trouble Last Night. 

The continued presence of the military in 
East St. Louis, and the little inclination mani- 
fested by the strikers to resume the'r old 
places, have the effect of making the situation 
monotonous. The military wili be here 
one week to-morrow morning, and the pros- 
pects for the withdrawal of the troops in the 
immediate future are not very promising. 
They have come here to stay as long as the 
situation demands their presence, and at 
the present outlook it is more than 
probable that they will have to stay here for 
several weeks more at least. The boys all 
seem cheerful, however, and do not seem to 
mind their long sojourn in the least, al- 
though a great many of them who came on 
snort notice would very much like 
to go home again foraday or soto make ar- 
rangements for a protracted stay. Gen. Reece 
is enforcing the strictest discipline. He 


had ascertained that a great number of the 
boys who happened to be off duty 
in the evening were making a habit of visiting 
the Gem Theater, and issued orders last night 
forbidding any of them to visit that re- 
sort In order that he might be sure 
that his orders were being obeyed about 
1 o’ clock last night and again at 1 o’clock this 
morning a patrol was sent to the theater under 
command of an officer who had been instructed 
to arrestany soldier, whether officer or private, 
whom they found there, None were found, 
however, and Gen Reece expressed himself as 
much gratified this morning, at the manner 
n which his orders were adhered 
to.

PUPILS OF THE MADISON, HODGEN AND 
PEABODY SCHOOLS HAVE GRIEVANCES, 


And Announce Them to Their Teachers To- 
Day—The Card Pinned Up on the Hodgen 
School—Procession of Strikers—A ‘‘ Scab” 
Beaten—Three Leaders Soundly Thrashed— 
Details of a Novel Movement. 


A strike is such an easy thing to inaugurate 
that even the children are getting up move- 
ments that are in the same line of thought and 
action with the great struggle now going on 
along the Gould system between labor and cap- 
ital. A few days ago news was had by 


telegraph ofa strike in Troy, N. T., which 
involved most of the children of the public 
schools there. The little ones rose up from their 
desks at an hour, and left the school 
rooms in a y, boys and Is alike walking 
out with the dignity of adults who were - 
ing terrible and heartrending grievances with 
them.

A boy not ot their 
number and who refused to join them was 
caught after school, denounced asa ‘‘scab’’ 
and finally thrashed by one of the strikers. 

Mr. Dyer, the Superintendent ofthe school, 
when seen by areporter, said there was no 
truth ju the rumor. Yes, he had heard some- 
thing of it and had made a trip 
through the scnool. There were here and 
there vacant seats but nothing to warrant 
any apprehension. Of course in alarge school 
there were always more or less absent, but the 
idea of a strike was absurd. The children 
were too well treated in theschool to have 
any grievances. When pressed A 
little more on the question and 
reminded that a report had been made from 
the school to the Superintendent's office to 
the effect that a strike was in progress, Mr. 
Dyer said that the teachers had communicated 
the rumor to bim and he had scouted 
their fears. As a matter of facet the 
trouble was instigated by ry very 
bad boy whom he had found it necessary to 
suspend after many reprimands, The boy’s 
father has called and endeavored to arbitrate 
the matter but his boy has been refused 
readmission.

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MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


A Reduction in Water Rates Recommended 
—City Hall Notes. 

In his annual report for the fiscal year of 
1885-6 the Assessor of Water Rates will report 
that during that year his collections aggre- 
gated over $800,000. This amount was, 
in the opinion of the Collector, 
quite a large return, and he 


will therefore recommend to the Mayor a gen- 
eral reduction in all ot the rates charged for 
the supply of water. This reduction is by 
far more sweeping than would at first be sup- 
posed. It will include the supply to all con- 
summers, but it will ® specially 
interesting to householders. The present 
schedule runs from residences with from two 
to twenty rooms for which the scale of prices 
advance from $8 to $13 per half year. No 
special reduction is recommended but it will be 
one, of course, proportionate to the scale. 
The routine to be followed will be the passage 
of a bil) through both Houses of the Municipal 
Assembly making the requisite reduction.

In the circular of PowpERLY calling on

“capital. Do not antagonize any one in the

“a friend of every man who has suffered 
“through monopoly.’’ This is so exactly in 
accordance with the advice given in the 
Post-DisPpaTcu of yesterday that the agree- 
ment could not be more complete. It is 
not only in accordance with our advice, 
but it is the dictate of common sense, in 
entering upon any struggle not to seek 
defeat by creating antagonisms and 
strengthening opposition. The bestfriends 
and the natural allies of labor are, as we 
have said, the business men, the pro- 
ducers and the consumers. The work- 
ing men can gain the support of 
these classes by showing that their 
interests are regarded and their 
rights respected.

THE NEW APPOINTMENT. 

The last appointment made by Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND, news of which will be 
found in our telegraph columns, will meet 
with universal approval. Republicans 
and Democrats will join in indorsing it.

Protectionists and Free 
Traders will lay aside their tariff strug- 
gles to approve. The silver men, the 
gold bugs and the Cernuschi bi-metallists 
will call it sound financial policy: The 
Socialists will call it eminently a social 
appointment. The Communists will not 
object to the Presidential appropriation 
and monopoly of a married partner. The 
Knights of Labor will declare that it is in 
accordance with the principles of their 
noble order. The millionaires, magnates 
and monopolists will struggle for the 
opportunity of being earliest in their con- 
gratulations. 

There is, of course, a prospect that the 
news may be premature. But it must not 
be allowed to be falsified. If it is not true, 
it is the President’s duty to make it true. 
When he has it in his power to render so 
signal a service to his country, to embel- 
lish his administration, to strengthen his 
Cabinet, to establish the reign of peace 
and good will, to unite and harmonize all 
classes and interests which have latterly 
shown a tendency to clash and conflict, 
surely so vast and general a gain would 
be more than worth the slight personal 
sacrifice which might be required, even if 
any sacrifice were required. 

If the President is not an engaged man 
to-day it is his duty to be an engaged man. 
He might have escaped this duty if he had 
escaped that public anticipation which 
now takes the shape of positive assertion. 
But he cannot now disappoint the uni- 
versal expectation which looks forward to 
the most pleasant and welcome incident 
of his administration with the liveliest 
feeling of personal interest, and which 
congratulates him from the depth of the 
national heart.

A SPLIT AMONG THE DYNAMITE WING OF 
THE IRISH REVOLUTIONISTS. 


— | 


Revelations Recently Published Set the Chi- 
cago Ring Wild with L. Big- 
gan, the First Victim, “Giving Away” Secret 
Meetings. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 

New Yor«, April 16.—There isasplit among 
the dynamite wing of the Irish Revolutionists 
in this city, and the power for mischief hither- 
to exercised by their leaders, is in a fair way 
of being broken. That seems to be the resnit 
of a secret meeting held last Sunday and the 
proceedings of which are now freely discussed 
among Irish Nationalists. The story is thas 
told by an Irishman, who is fully informed of 
all that is going on: ‘‘The revelations recent- 
ly made in the Times, have set the Chicago 
ring, which is conspiring against Parnell, wild 
with rage, and they have begun to hit out wildly 
at the supposed author. The first victim that 
has fallen is Martin L. Biggan, the dis- 
trict officer of the organization, whom 
they accuse of giving away the 
envoy who recently went to Ireland to en- 
deavor to coerce Parnell and to bribe or coerce 
the revolutionary element in Ireland into 
acquiescence in their projects. The blow is 
the act of a quasi secret executive, the person- 
nel of which is really known to every man in 
the organization, and took the form of re- 
moval from office and suspension from mem- 
bership. The news of the intended disciplin- 
ing ‘leaked out’ among a limited number early 
last week, and by last Friday it had extended 
so far that an outsider, who had just been 
talking to arather glib member of the execu- 
tive, met a recently expelled Parnellite mem- 
ber on Broadway and told him the story. This 
is how their secrets are kept. Every poli- 
ticlan in the land could name the whole 
‘triangle,’ and the latter intend they 


should, and every bar-room acquaintance of 
two of them is made acquainted with such 
portions of the ‘secrets’ as enable him to 
guess atthe rest. The charge of ‘giving away’ 
the late envoy is only a filmsy pretext. Scores 
ot men in New York knew of the presence of 
that envoy at a well-known hotel, where he 
registered under hisown name and made no 
secret ofthe fact that he was going to the 
other side. The class of men who follow the 
Chicago gang are singularly bad conspirators 
and rival the English detectives in stupidity. 
Not alone that envoy, but another and a third 
agent, having a more limited work to perform, 
were generally known among New York Irish- 
men. They

before they left, and did the same onthe other 
side. Whatever omissſous they may have 
made in the giving of clews, have been since 
supplied by Patrick Egan in a published inter- 
view. Nobody had mentioned the name of 
any of these men in public, but Mr. Eganisa 
little ‘fresh’ and confided one of the names to 
a reporter, saying he was only a representa- 
tive of the Leagte and did not threaten Par- 
nell. Two ofthese envoys, the League man 
and the other, made public speeches in Dub- 
lin that called the attention of thousands of 
Irishmen in this country to their presence 
there, and started them guessing as to their 
mission. Mr. Biggan's real crime was in pri- 
vately accusing one of Alexander Sullivan’s 
lieutenants in this city of being unable to ac- 
count for over $50,000, which he claimed had 
passed through his hands forthe operation of 
the ‘active policy’ for some time, has been con- 
fined to avery great expenditure of money 
in this country and an equally active weeding 
out of those who either want an accounting or 
object to anythin that would injure 
Parnell’s chance of success. Mr. Biggan 
had also refused to appoint and ex-Invinolbie 
recommended by Boland,as ‘organizer’ for this 
city at a salary of $isa week. Such a thing as 
a paid organizer for the city had never been 
heard of before. Now, Biggan has been the 
blind tool of the Sullivan clique for over a year, 
has proved himself a most efficient disruption- 
ist in the interest of ‘discipline’ and disunion, 
and has incurred the enmity of very many of 
his old friends on thataccount. The men who 
favor decent methods in Irish National affairs 
had long ago given him up as lost, but it 
seems there are some things his con- 
science will strain at. But for him all the New 
York organization would not be solidly arrayed 
in opposition to the bogus dynamiters, and 
there would be no possibility of danger 
to Parnell from that source. Hiewan called

Among these was Boland, who has 
a nice little mushroom of his own, and last 
came a little knot of sham reformers, who 
monopolize all the honesty and character of 
the Irish race,and whose personal enemies 
are all scoundrels. They have been carrying 
water on both shoulders for many years, are 
the most ardent advocates of moderation in 
public, and talk of daggers and dynamite in 
private. They have no toleration for the old 
fossils who favor consistent action in public 
and private, and are particularly hard on any 
fellow who has ever made any real sacrifice for 
the cause of Ireland. 

Mr. Biggan opened the meeting by reading 
the communication from the triumvirate cut- 
ting off his official head, and made a personal 
statement in which he claimed that the real 
cause of his decapitation was his refusal to 
appoint Boland’s ex-Invincible an organizer, 
A stormy scene ensued in which violent 
speeches were made and the applicant for the 
$i5-a-week job, and Mr. Biggan exchanged the 
lie. The men on the fence andthe sham mod- 
erates watched how the wind was blowing, 
and it was only after they had heard speec 
after speech, flercely denouncing the execu- 
tive, that they finally made up their minds 
and joined the chorus. In the end a resolu- 
tion, strongly denounciug the despotic 
act and gr its recall, was passed 
by an overwhelming majority, one 
week being given as limit of time. The curious

He had been lying on this porch a couple of 
hours. When thécrowd got after him they 
drove him wild.“ 

All the family, save Mr. Morosini, attended 
Barnum's circus yorsenney afternoon. Amalia 
was undisturbed by her scratched nose.

Bince the Post-DIsPaTcnu, last Friday, pub- 
lished the decision of the decrees of the plen- 
ary Oouncil there has been much discussion 
among Catholics as to other things touched by 
the decrees; notably, the subject of picnics. 
The decrees are now in the hands of every 
priest in the diocese and although Arch bishop 
Kenrick has not t given ont all official 
promuigation, he will soon do so, In regard 
to plonics, the decrees say that no 
picnic should be held for the benefit 
ofthe church at which intoxicating liquors— 
wine, beer or whiskey—are sold. Such picnics 
should be without intoxicating liquors. A del- 
foate question has here come in. Is a school 
pienic for the benefit of the church? Some say 
yes, basing their opinion on the intimate con- 
nection of the school and church. Some 
priests say that the school picnics are included 
in the prohbibitory clause of the decree. Even 
if that is so, good authority says that the 
Archbishop can give n dispensa- 
tion if convinced that the liquor 
would be used in moderation. This 
dispensation could be given also in regard to 
pienics for the direct benefit of the church. 


The decrees are never so binding as to prevent 
a dispensation being given by the Archbishop.

VERBATIM REPORT OF THE LAST GOULD- 
POWDEBLY CONFERENCE. 


— 


Inner History of the Agreement for Arbitra- 
tion—The Conclusion Which Led to the Or- 
der to Return to Work—Positions of the 
Knights and of Jay Gould on the Question of 
Arbitration Defined—The General Master 

‘Workman’s Latest Circular Letter—A 
Powerful Appeal to All Knights to Aid the 
Strikers. 


The verbatim report of the conference held 
at Mr. Gould’s office, 195 Broadway, in New 
York, March 8, between Messrs. Jay Gould, 
George Gould, Hopkins, Somerville, Powder- 
ly, Hayes, McDowell, Baily and Turner has 
been furnished through the Western Union 
for publication and Is as follows: 

Mr. Gould opened the conference by in- 
directly accusing Mr. Powderly of giving out 
Sunday’s conference by stating that a garbled 
account of it had been published and that he 
had said nothing. Mr. Powderly denied the 
accusation. 

Mr. Gould: Here is a telegram that I got 
from Mr. Hoxie. Itold you I would send Mr. 
Hoxie that dispatch at 9:30 yesterday morning, 
when I gotdowntown. He says: A copy of 
your letter to Powderly and of his order to 
Irons and to the Knights of Labor now ona 
strike, also appeared in this morning’s papers 
before I had an opportunity, you see, to send 
tto him myself. Also, an interview with Mr. 
Powderly, which is wired from New York, in 
which he says Mr. Gould recognizes our Order, 
and addressed me by the title of G. M. W. 

Mr. McDowell: My understanding was that 


f the order was sent by Mr. Powderly to con- 
inue work, then the order and the letter was 
to be given to the . 

Mr. Gould: I didn’t understand that any 
order was to be issued by Mr. Powderly. Mr. 
Powderly said that he hadinhis mind the 
question whether he would revoke the char- 
ter of 101; thatthey had disobeyed the laws 
of the organization. When he said that, I 
said: I have no objection to show you nowa 
telegram which I shall send to Mr. Hoxie to- 
morrow morning,’’ andI read the dispatch 
and Mr. Powderly said that he approved of it, 
and asked if Iwould not give him a copy of 
it, which I did. Now, itis all wrong to mis- 
construe me before my Superintendents out 
there in the light of having said one thing one 
day and whimed around and said another 
thing another day. 

Mr. Powderly: Astothe revocation of the 
charter, I asked the question: ‘‘Suppose I did 
do that, how much better would it make it? 
These men out there would understand that 
nobody cared for them, and I asked the 

uestion: Will it not make matters worse?’’

Mr. Gould: Possib 2 might. I under- 
stood that that was what you were to do. Mr. 
Hopkins followed it up by saying that a year 
ago, when this matter was arbitrated by the 
Governors, and when they found that we 
were inthe wrong, we stood by and let the 
newspapers say that we had eaten humbie pie. 
and that we h been defeated. 
Jay Gould was defeated; and now he says: 
‘*When you are in the wrong, you ought to 
take the consequences this inne. showing 
exactly the view we took. Am I not right

Mr. Hopkins. And Mr. McDowell said these

The Union Pacific matter was then referred 

to and Mr. A. L. Hopkins read a letter, the 
name of the writer not being given, in which 
it was stated that the Executive Committee of 
the Knights of Labor of the Union Pacifie ro- 
turned from the meeting at Kansas City dis- 
gusted, and denounced the Knights of Labor 
of Missouri and Kansas, saying that the 
strikes were ‘‘without valid reason, in viola- 
tion of the rules of the orderand in violation 
of all known rules of decency.’’ 
Mx. Powderly denied this, and there was an 
unim t discussion of the matter, Mr. 
Powderly saying that the Union Pacific men 
went home with the idea that they were not to 
make any further trouble.

Mr. Gould: This very. bill 8 tor indi- 
vidual arbitration. he individual cannot 
merge his rights. It has got to be passed on 
as an individual. 

Mr. Hopkins: You ought to recollect, in the 
first place, it is a very important thing, I think, 
that the Verh moment ere was a shadow 
even of a difficulty that came in between the 
Knights of Labor, that we supposed were our 
friends, and this railroad company, that in- 
stant a telegram was sent from here saying: 
W. ure told by the employes that they have 
no grievance; are striking, not on account of 
any grievance of their own, but by an order 
issued by an organization.’’ After our busi- 
ness is pretty much ruined, then Mr. Powderly 
comes on here and says: ‘‘I would- like to 
arbitrate.’’ 

Mr. Bailey: Well, I don’t think it is any use 
for us to be hair-splitting and cross-firing. We 
have made our nominations. I think the next 
thing to do is to say: Are ros willing to 
make yours, or does it end right here?’’ We 
have told what we bave done and what we are 
willing todo. We want to settle; we want to 
have everything done for the protection of the 
company’s property and the protection of our 
people. 

On the request of Mr. Gould the report of the 
Governors was read. With reference to his 
statement that men who committed violence 
would be expelled, Mr.Powderly said that was 
the rule of the order and the Knights had 
placed themselves on record. 

Hayes: Suppose we select a committee from 
the employes out there, will you notify Mr. 
Hoxie to meet them and arbitrate the matter? 

Gould: Well, that 1 don’t know. I will sub- 
mit any matter to him. 

McDowell: You are in telegraphic com- 
mMunication with him right here, aren't you? 

Gould: The wires are down to-day. There 
isatremendous storm,and we have heard 
nothing from the West to-day. 

Hayes: Well, the matter being placed in the 
hands of Mr. Hoxie, it is, of course, by the 
consent of the directors here. Could not the 
Directors say to Mr. Hoxie to meet the board 
out there, of meet the committee, in order to 
bring this matter to a settlement? 

POWDERLY’S PROMISE. 

Gould: That action ofthe board was taken 
by the board while I was away. 1 had an 
understandin with Mr. Powderly last 
August, that there was any question came 
up of difference that there should be no strike; 
that Mr. Powderly would come right to me 
and we would talk it down and adjust it, and 
Mr. Hopkins undertook to cary out that un- 
derstanding when this strike broke ont. 

Powderly: That is a matter that lam not 
clear upon. Now, you gentlemen were preés- 
sent, and can you remember about an agree- 
ment? Idon’t understand it thoroughly. 

George J. Gould: Mr. Hoxie has always 
said that he was willing to meet ‘‘a committee 
of our employes.’’ e said that while you 
were away. ; 

Hayes: You are aware that Mr. Hoxie re- 
fused to meet our chief under his title? 

Powderly: He refused to meet me, as a 
citizen.

THE ARBITRATION BILL. 

This suggestion was approved and Mr.Gould 
further suggested that Gen. Swayne and 4 
mynd or committee representing the Knights 
of Labor draw up a bill for passage and he 
and Mr. Powderly could talk it over, and if it 
were satisfactory it would be the law between 
them whether it became the law of the land or 
not.

AN UNSATISFACTORY REPLY.

Swayne: An arbitration is where two parties 
enter into a contract—jurisdiction. by contract 
instead of jurisdiction by law. Two parties 
enter into into a contract thatAand B and C 
shall be a court who shall decide their differ- 
ences, andthat the result shall be binding. 
There is no law in this country now that pro- 
vides for arbitration, but the general law 
of contract makes the conclusion which arbi- 
trators have reached binding as a contract. 
It is civilly enforcible, but not criminally. 
This act of Congress, if it goes into force, will 
give to the decision of arbitrators—give to the 
court power to compel submission to the judg- 
ment of arbitrators. 

Gen. Swayne and Bailey then conferred pri- 
vately in regard to the telegrams. 

Gen. Swayne: Now, he says he sees no ob- 


jection. 

Bailey: I see no objection under certain 
conditions. I wantthe question put directly 
to him. Will he meet a committee of our 
people and arbitrate?’’ 

Hayes: I am opposed to this system of 
ceopeldering’ the question of arbitration. I 
think the matter has gone 80 far that it 186 a 
question of arbitration, and not a question of 
considering. When the court comes together, 
if there is no matter for arbitration, then the 
arbitration ceases; but to consider the ques- 
tion whether there is a question for arbitra- 
tion is entirely out ofthe question under the 
present circumstances.

THE LOVE-SICK SENATOR. 


Jones of Florida Explains His Prolonged 
Sojourn in Detroit. 

CurcaGco, April 16.—A local paper this morn- 
ing publishes an interview held with James 
McOarthy of Jacksonville, Fla., who arrived 
here yesterday from Detroit, where, it is 
asserted, he had deen sent by several of Sen- 
ator Jones’ personal friends, as well as the 
press of that section, to investigate the reas- 
ons for the Senator’s strange actions and to 
ascertain the cause for his prolonged absence 
from his post of duty at Washington.
